When It Is “Too 
Warm’ To Eat” 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 


An Acknowledged Expert in All 
Matters Pertaining to House- 
hold Management. 


Many physicians will tell you that 
patients who have gone along fairly 
well all winter complain of feeling 
rundown in the fall of the year after 
a summer that has; perhaps, even in- 
cluded several weeks’ vacation, 

“It's too warm to eat,” remarked a 
mother. to me one warm day last sum- 
mer, “Youngsters eat scarcely any- 
thing for breakfast and care for very 
little the rest of the day. ‘They al- 
ways feel so rundown after a warm 
spell I’m just glad to see the cool 


; days come on again, for the kiddies 


always fatten up during the cool days 
and feel so much better,” 

It must be admitted that we de- 
sire less food in hot weather than we 
do in cool weather, But the processes 
of life go on just the same in sum- 
Children 
have need of the food that makes for 
growth and development and adults 
have need for food which shall repair 
the tissues worn out by just living— 
breathing, or by the more strenuous 
job of bathing in the ocean, or play- 
ing tennis, or working in the office 
a little more strenuously because “so 
many are off on vacation. 

It is, therefore, up to the mother 
of the family who has the welfare 
of her family at heart to sce to it 
that the members of the family get 
nourishing meals at regular intervals 
in summer just as in winter. True, | 
the quantity of food served may be} 
reduced, The type of food, too, may 
be altered somewhat. For instance, 
a dish of fresh sugared peaches or 
pineapple or berries is a better choice 
for dessert on a torrid day than the 
mince pie of Christmas time. 

Again, it must be remembered that 
fat in some form is necessary in the 
dict. Even in the tropics, where a 
low diet of rice is used, fat, if only a 
little, in some form has to be added in 
order to maintain health. 

Mutton stew, with its generous fat, 
is not an appropriate dish for a warm 
day's midday meal. <A salad made of 
tuna fish and salmon, combined with 
crisp celery and served on leaves of 
lettuce, would be a better choice. If 
the fish seems dry, serve a little may- 
Mayonnaise is fat 
in a readily digested form. 

A salad, to be at its best, should 
be served ice cold, A near cold and 
warm salad Is often pushed aside by 
a hot, fagged-out worker when the ice 
cold one would, perhaps, be promptly 
eaten. 

Another hint to those who fool- 
ishly give up eating or practically do 
so during the summer is—-have hot 
food at least once a day, even in sum- 
mer. Vyarm food has the effect of 
stimulating the stomach and making} 
it ready for the foods that folfow. In} 
other words, warm food assists in the 
digestion of other foods, 

In this respect I was able to fo'low 
up a little boy Jast sumuner who was 
losing flesh too rapidly because he did 
not care to eat the food set before 
him. His mother served him with) 
presentable food, but because of the 
great heat she served everything cold. 
After she was persuaded to give him 
a small cup of hot consomme before 
luncheon, it was remarkable to see 
how willingly the little fellow ate the 
rest of the food that he did not seem 
to care for before. 

“Business girls who do not think 
enough along health lines are apt to 
substitute the ice cream soda as soon 
as the days grow warm for the warm, 
nourishing little luncheon they chose} 
during the colder days. If you must 
have ice or an ice, take it at the end 
of the meal, even if that meal consists 
of but a couple of bread and butter 
sandwiches. | 

Meals need not be claborate nor 
take hours to prepare. But, don't; 
fall into tite error of giving up cat: | 
ing just because warm weather has! 
Cut down on the fats, such} 
as butter, oil, fat of meat, cream,

THE SALE OF PUBLIC LANDS ACT. 


i nister is authorized and empowered to sell by 
public auction at such upset price or reserve bid and on such 
terms and conditions as may be fixed by Order in Council 
any public lands and to gtve receipts, agreements of sale 
and transfers therefor, 

If the purchaser makes default it shall be lawful for the 
Minister at his option to rescind the sale or to take action 
to recover the amount due with costs through the Courts, 

It shall be lawful for a Minister in all cases where lanc 
has been vested in the Crown by virtue of tax enforcement 
proceedings to retransfer the land on payment of taxes, 
costs, penalties and all claims of the Crown, and of any 
municipal district for said Crown relief or other claim 

Th the event of a re-transfer the rights of all parties in the 
Jand shall be restored as they existe the ime of the 
cancellation of the certifi The Lieutenant 
Governor in Council may make rules and regulations govern- 
ing the sale of public lands and it shall not be necessary 
for the auctioneer conducting said sale to obtain a license 
under the provisions of An Ordinance Respecting Auc- 
tioneers, Hawkers and Pedlars, The Minister may sell 
public lands by private sale provided said sale be author- 
tzed by Order in Cuuacil and provided that lands forfeited 
to the Crown under tax enforcement have been first offered 
at public auction and the sale has been abortive. 


46.- e JURY ACT. 
; Subject to many mptions any inhabitant of the 

rovince over twenty-five and under sixty years of age w 
isa British subject shall be liable to serve as a juror in ci 
and criminal cases tried by jury in the Judicial Distri 
which he or she reside:

Atter the Ist day of June, 1921, no physician 
shall be furnished with more than one hundred 
prescription forms in a month, unless he makes 
application in writing, giving reasons for re- 
quiring more, 

After the 1st day of May, 1921, every chemist 
and druggist shall upon his first order rec 
a reasonable quantity of liquor, but shall not 
thereafter purchase a greater number of bottles 
than has been dispensed by hin from the date of 
his last preceding purchase as shown by origina 
prescriptions delivered by him to the vendor: 

rovided, however, that upon proof satisfactory 
to the vendor a druggist may purchase such 
additional quantity as shall be reaso 
counted for as having been used with other 
drugs in filling prescriptions not exclusively 
liquor. Notwithstanding the amount of liquor 
called for by any prescription, only one sealed 
bottle shall be sold by a druggist upon any pre- 
scription and no bottle supplicd by a vendor toa 
druggist shall be opened by the latter except 
for the purpose of filling prescriptions for twelve 
ounces of liquor or less, and in such case no other 
bottle shall be opened until the liquor in the first 


mentioned bottle is exhausted by filling such | 


prescriptions. 

No veterinary surgeon shall be entitled to pur- 
chase more than one gallon of liquor during any 
one month. 

Any chemist or druggist who colourably for 
medicinal pur; Ils liquors to be consumed 
by any person as a be age shall on summary 
conviction thereof be liable to a penalty of not 
less than Four Hundred Dollars ($400), nor 
more than One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) and 
costs, and in default of payment thereof to im- 
prisonment for a period of not less than three 
months, and shall moreover be disqualified 
from selling or purchasing liquor as a privileged 
person for a period of six months, and upon 
conviction for any offence committed subsequent 
to a first conviction shall be liable to impri 
sonment for a period of six months and without 
the option of a fine, and, in addition, shall be 
disqualified from selling or purchasing liquor 
for a period of two years from the conviction, 

Any person in the employ of a chemist or drug 
gist who commits any act which if he were such 
chemist or druggist would render him liable 
to a penalty as such under the provisions of the 
previous paragraph shall be liable to the said 
penalty. 

When any person has been convicted of an 
offence committed in a drug store, then in addi 
tion to all other penalties no liquor shall there- 
after be sold by any person whatsoever upon 
the premises whereon the offence was committed 
for a period of six months in the of the first 
offence, and for a period of one year in the case 
of a conviction for a subsequent offence 

All convictions made before the passing of the 
1921 amendments shall be reckoned as convic- 
tions for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
any conviction made after such passing is a 
subsequent, second or third offence, within the 
meaning of the Act, excepting as to the new 
penalties provided prohibiting the sale of liquor 
ina drug store upon conviction obtained. 

When any chemist or druggist or employee 
is convicted in connection with the selling of 
liquor in a drug store then all liquor found there- 
in shall be forfeited to His Majesty, and may 
be taken possession of by any officer or constable 
of the Alberta Provincial Police or of the police 
force of any municipality and forwarded to the 
premises of the nearest vendor to be disposed 
of upon order of the Attorney-General.

Any person conducting tore in any 
town, village or hamlet where there is no drug 
store may sell such patent medicines as a 
druggist is permitted to sell under this Act. 

The general penaltics have been increased as 
follows: Not less than $100 nor more than 
$200 is now Not less than $200 nor more than 
$1,000. 

Not less than $10 nor more than $100 is now 
Not less than $20 nor more than $200, 

Not less than $100 nor more than $300 is now 
Not less than $200 nor more than $500, 

In the event of an appeal from the convic- 
tion by a magistrate or justice of the peace, the 
penalty prohibiting the sale of liquor in a drug 
store imposed by this Act shall notwithstanding 
any appeal be effective pending the disposition 
of the case on appeal.

The definition of “animal running at large’ is 
amended by striking out the words “in charge” 
and substituting “under the immediate, con- 
tinuous and effective control."

The definition of “prohibited animal" is ex- 
tended to mean any animal prohibited by by-law 
from running at large ina municipality or part 
thereof, 

“Resident” shall mean any person who resides 
within a municipality and is either a tax-payer 
or a tenant at a fair value rental of lands therein 

Each animal in any herd, band or flock shall be 
deemed to be running at large, unless the herd, 
band or flock is under the charge of a sufficient 
number of herders to ensure the easy retention 
of immediate, continuous and effective control 
over each animal comprised in the same. 

Subject to the exemptions given in Section 
7 of the Act, the Minister may by Order

Splendid War Work 
Of Dover Patrol 


In Two Years They Swept Up 1,200 
German Mines, 

Speaking in London, at the annual 
public meeting held in connection 
with the Royal National Mission to 
Deep Sea Fishermen, Sir Reginald 
Bacon, who presided, alluded to the 
magnificent work done by the Dover 
Patrol, of which he was in command, 
during the war, He had over 200 
drifters and trawlers under his com- 
mand, and their services were invalu- 
able. ‘Lhe trawlers and mine-sweep- 
ers, he said, swept up, from 1915 to 
the end of 1917, over 1,200 German 
mines, they swept a total distance 
equal to twelve times round the earth, 
and 100,000 merchant vessels passed 
the Narrows during those years, and 
only one twenty-fifth of one per cent. 
were lost through the German mines, 

The drifters shot their explosive 
nets up the Belgian coast, and during 
1916 and 1917 they laid a barrage of 
nets along the whole length of that 
coast off Zecbrugge and Ostend. Con- 
sidering that these men had lived out- 
side the strict discipline of a fighting 
service, their discipline and conduct 
were remarkably good. They were 
not angels—they were the first!to ac- 
knowledge that themselves—but they 
were men, and they were seamen, lit- 
erally men of the sea, with tough bod- 
ies and stout hearts, which was what 
was wanted in war.

Fountain Pen 
Points Are Valuable 


Metal Used For Tipping Worth $200 
An Ounce, 

An interesting history attaches to a 
small packet about 214 inches square, 
which recently arrivedii in London. It 
weighed 3% lbs. and was eagerly 
bought by an American firm for $6,- 
000. The packet contained osmiri- 
dium (osmium and its alloy irridium) 
used for the tipping of fountain pen 
points and for delicate bearings 
fine machinery. 

The discovery of osmiridium, which 
is a member of the platinum group 
of metals, constitutes an interesting 
piece of modern romance. Towards 
the end of last year a small group of 
prospectors were washing for gold in 
one of the river beds in Paqua, British 
New Guinea. In their eagerness to 
find the prcious metal they threw 
away from their pans a bluish-grey 
flaky substance as worthless. This 
was osmiridium, but the men did not 
know it, and it is cight times more 
valuable than gold and worth at the 
present tie about $200 an ounce. 

Osmiridium is one of the hardest

The largest is Manawan Lake, con- 
taining 23,000 acres, and others Chip 
Lake, 19,000, and Lahe’s Lake, 3,000 
acres. If the schemes are found to 
be practicable, ditching will probably 
be put under way next year.
